RIDOWAY, Mo., December 11.—A hor- 


rible butchery occurred here this after- 
noon. David 0. Bpragg murdered hip 
wife and two children, mortally wound- 
ed two step-children, then committed 
suicide. A witness to the crimes waa 
Dora Onetatt, the 
11-year-old 
Btep- 


daughter of Spragg, who escaped from 
the insane monster and gave the alarm 
to the neighbors. 
Spragg, who has 


been ill, seized his BOII Caley, aged 0, 
tied hie hands behind him and deliber- 
ately cut hie throat with a butcher 
knife. His wife entered the room and 
tried to interfere. 
Spragg chased her 


around the house, caught her, and 
despite her struggles hacked her head 
and face into slicces, and almost severed 
her head from her body. Albert, aged 
4, was seized, his throat cut and his 
brains duelled over the furniture. Dora 
had escaped and returned witli neigh- 
bora, Spragg kept them off with a 
Bhotgun, locked the door, cut the throats 
of two more step-children and then shot 
himself. Sprngg was found dead, with 
hia face aud hands spattered with the 
blood imd brains of hie victims. Two 
step-children are still living, but cannot 
recover.

Ducked in a Tank 
Filled 


With Water for Trivial 


Offenses. 


SAN FitAKCisoo, December 11.—The 


Examiner's Victoria, B.C., special says: 
The commission appointed to investi- 
gate the conduct of the Westminster in* 
sano asylum has made its report. The 
commission found that a terrible state of 
affairs existed in the asylum. The in- 
mates were completely terrified, and all 
refused to teatl y until they had been 
repeatedly assured that they would be 
protected from punishment. Then they 
told how they had been tortured. In 
the cellar of the asylum was found a 
large tank filled with water. In this 
the patients were ducked until nearly 
drowned for the most trivial offenses, 
such as talking at night or making a 
noise in their rooms. They were also 
beaten with a strap and buckle, and 
many of them showed wounda which 
were the effects of their punishment. A 
complete 
change and reorganization 


in the management of the asylum will 
result from the investigation. 


Asphaltum and Peat for Fuel.

covered u plan for manufacturing fuel 
out of a combination of asphaltum and 
peat.

Mexican corporations have signed con- 
tracts to take large quantities of the 
new fuel for a term of years. In Mex- 
ico the deposits of uaph'altum are found 
near Santa Barbara, and of peat near 
Lake Tulare.

a little difficult to state; the principa 
ground for mich belief is, perhaps, thai 
it is ban BO frequently restated the fell 
destroyer when its doom seemed certain 
And death was eminently deserved. An- 
other reason is that there does not ap< 
pear to be any other party ready-made 
to step in and ail the peculiar shape of 
the vacancy which would be created 


But while we are inclined to agree 


with our esteemed contemporaries of 
the Democratic faith that they still 
have a party, we must Bay that the rea- 
sons generally advanced by them for so 
believing are BO preposterous aa to al- 
most create the impression that they 
have serious doubts regarding the mat- 
tor themselves. 
To claim that the 


Democratic party lives and will continue 
to live because it ie the peculiar and 
clio?en representative of the "plain peo- 
ple"—the masses who live by honest 
toil—sounds more like the voice of with- 
ering sarcasm than of an honest pica in 
defense of the party's right to existence. 
In the light of recent history it line the 
sound of a hollow and heartless just at 
the expense of one no longer worthy of 
serious consideration. 


If the Democratic party has no other 


hold on life than its fealty to the cause 
of the common people, then ils days 
are, indeed, numbered. The modern 
Democracy haa not been the party oi 
the plain people except in empty asser- 
tion and brazen hypocrisy. To the con* 
trary it has been their insiduous and 
persistent enemy so far as the prin- 
ciples for which it has stood are con- 
cerned. Leaving behind it the honor- 
able record of the days of Jackson and 
JefferBon, it became the bulwark of a 
system which put the free labor of this 
republic in open competition with that 
of the human chattel, and the source 
of ita power and influence wao concen- 
trated in that aristocracy of wealth 
which flourished upon the depredation of 
every man in the free republic who lived 
by honest toll. In perfect keeping with 
this position it Bet up the theory and 
holds today the doctrine that the labor 
of this country should he exposed to 
; 


the unrestricted competition of the, 
servile and degraded labor of the old ; 
world. It not only does this, hut it is i 
found in close and congenial alliance 
with the money power of our own and 
foreign countries, which is not subserv- 
ing the welfare of the masses. 


If the Democratic hope of longer life 


is based on its services to the common 
people, ita chances are slim indeed. Its 
excuse for living will have to be found 
in tjomethiiig it proposes to do, not 
what it has done. 


CIRCULAR FINANCIAL POLICY 


Ilia to be feared that the Cleveland 


administration's circular 
system of 


financiering will be continued indefi- 
nitely. It ia always a difficult matter to 
find the end of a ring, and the financial 
ring which Cleveland and Carlisle have 
devised is about as neat a thing in that 
line as recent times have seen. The 
country is reduced to a single gold stand- 
ard—there is a scarcity of gold with 
which to do business—the gold reserve 
in the treasury consequently dwindles— 
it must he replenished—accordingly 
bonds are issued, and for a few days or 
weeks the gold reserve increases—then, 
obeying inevitable laws, it again dwin- 
dles—must be increased—more bonds— 
temporary increase — decrease — more 
bonds, etc. So the circular system 
works. Twice within a twelve-month 
bos the circle been completed, the 
nation's debt has been increased to the 
amount of f l,OOQ,(KK>,and atill the never- 
ending game at the people's expense 
goes merrily on. 
Ths statement that it is to be feared that 
this circular system will be continued is 
based not alone on the evident fondness 
with which the administration regards 
its OWD remarkable financiering device, 
nor on the continuance of it which is in- 
dicated by Secretary Carlisle's report. 
The action of the house hanking and 
currency committee also tends in the 
aame direction. Through its chairman 
(Springer) it has invited the"capitalists" 
and "financiers" of the country to meet 
with it and consult concerning national 
financial mat-era. 


With due respect for capitalists and 


financier*, Tn> HKI-UBLICAH calls atten- 
tion to the fact that they constitute but 


xte clasi of the entire people directly 
affected 
by our financial methods 


More than that, they are the one class 
immediately beneflted by the Issuance 
of bonds. If at any time the selfish in- 
terest of a class may be inimical to that 
of the masses, here is such a case, and 
it is much to be feared that that selfish 
interest may cause justice to be forgot- 
ten in their advising. 


It is right to consult the capitalists in 


this grave matter, but it is not right to 
consult them alone, for they repreeeut 
but one of the parties in interest. To 
thokrt HserH from their ranks should hr> 
added r">me of the leaders of that trreat 
toiling mass of people without whose 
labor the wealth of the capitalists had 
never been accumulated. The tendency 
of this ftdmiimlralion haa constantly 
been toward financial class legislation, 


and tin- prow reports indicate that that 
tendency will be continued to tho bitter 
end. White wealth dictates legislation 
to suit itself tlie iutwesta ot toiling man- 
kind will frequently be left unguarded 
and this is what, wealth has done 
throughout this administration to an 
extent never before known in tho his 
tory of the republic. With a million1 
aire dealer in stocks as President, how 
could anything else be expected? 


CLEVELAND AND ARMENIA 


The San Francisco Chronicle criticises 


adversely President Cleveland's policy 
in sending Consul Jewett to inquire into 
the circumstances of the Armenian out 
rages. To TUB RKPUBLICAN it seema 
that here is one of the comparative!: 
few public steps taken by Mr. Cleveland 
during this administration wherein hi 
is not entitled to any censure, and aftei 
a long course of Hawaiian blunders 
Geary-law violations, silver demonetiza- 
tfon, etc., it really in a gratification to 
find such a place in his record. 


At the timi'i of the massacre of the 


Armenians by the Kurds not only were 
men and children hilled, hut women 
were treated with a brutality difficult tfl 
exaggerate. It was to an extent a rcli 
gious massacre, and concerning tliii 
phase of it the Chronicle says: 


If the question at issue be one of an 


array of Christianity against Islam we 
have no concern with it, not that thi 
prevailing sentiment of this country ii 
not favorable to Christianity, hut be- 
cause the constitution of the Unitec 
States, in the strictest terms, forbid 
sectarianism or religious distinctions 
and if we disclaim theology or even re 
ligion st home it would be illogical ant 
absurd to uphold it abroad. 


But that is not "the question al 


issue." If Catholics and Protestants in 
this country should engage in bloody 
strife, the Chronicle probably would ad- 
mit that the government would be justi- 
fied in interfering. There would be a 
question not of creed but of murder and 
violence, for the nation to settle. So il 
is in the matter of the Armenian out- 
rages, The massacre was an outrage 
against civilization, and fill civilization 
has a direct interest in seeing it righted 
It is not a religious question, although 
the fact that the slaughtered people 
•ere of the same religious faith as the 


most of enlightened mankind, certainly 
does not detract from the interest that 
outside nations take in the case. 


Again,Mr. Cleveland's inetructions to 


Consul Jewett, directing him to act in- 
dependently of the commissioners ol 
other European nations seems to have 
:>een in the line of good policy. Amer- 


,'B interest in the outrages is pimeral 


and remote; Europe's is special anil im- 
mediate. Wlrili: the hitliieim! of Una 
country should he recognized as op- 
posed to such outrages, it should avoid a 
direct intervention in Old World affairs. 
The necessity for doing eo ia illustrated 
by the adverse comments of some Lon- 
don paper-- on ftven the guarded action 
of the President. More could not have 
men done without the possibility of 
causing trouble, nor less without prov- 
ng recreant to a duty which civilization 
m poses on the peoples that follow her 
lead. 


N«r should the fact be forgotten that 


the United States takes a part in the in- 
vestigation at the request of both Tur 
toy and Great Britain. It would seem 
;lmt so significant u fact should disarm 
criticism of ita edue not only in Eng* 
and but in this country as well. 


No; here is a case where President 


)leveland has neither blundered nor 
over-ridden a law, and papers of all 
hades of political belief should unite in 
proclaiming the glad event. 


THE report of the operation of the life 


saving service of tho United States shows 
Lit at least one brunch of the public 
service is doing satisfactory work. Tho 
annual report for the last twelve months 
shows nearly 4000 shipwrecked persons 
rescued and nearly $8,000,000 worth of 
property saved, nil at a cost of $1,230,- 
000. More disasters occurred during the 
year than in any previous year in the 
history of the service. Tiie eflicieiicy 
of the American service, winch ia excit- 
ing the attention of other governments, 
is largely due, no doubt, to the rigid ex- 
clusion of politics from its management. 
It is not affected hy changes of adminis- 
tration.

Tho artistic klep- 
tomaniac is insanely food of valuable 
art in tlio form of etchings or pointings 
Ho steals through tho admiration and 
love of art-. Thoro are many famous in- 
stances where old and almost priceless 
maetorpiecos of the painter's art havo 
beoii takou by persons of this kind, aud 
it is odd that in almost every instance 
tho stolen pieces of art conld not bo 
traced. 


"The .most fauious_ ajt.stiov theft of 


motioni days was tho stealing of "the 5g- 
uro of St. Anthony from tho celebrated 
picture by Mitrillo. Thepaiutiug, which 
was on exhibition in' tho cathedral at 
Seville, represented St. Authouy sur- 
rounded by angels. Quo morning about 
seven years ago it-was discovered that

moves one of the oldest and most hon- 
red citizens of Freeuo. H« was born at 
Villmington, North Carolina, and was a 
ou of Owen Holmes, a prominent law- 
er and politician of that etate, who was 
, presidential elector in 1840, and had 
irevioualy been elected to the bench of 
he North Carolina supreme court, but 
ecliued to accept. 
Judge Holmes graduated at the Uni- 
ersity of North Carolina and took up 
he study of law. However, he Boon 
urned his attention to cotton raising, 
iid superintended a cotton plantation 
[1000 acres. When the war of the 
tatea broke out he espoused the cause 
f the south und served three years in 
he Confederate army. 
In 18(i8 he came to Fresno county and.: 


made it bis home from that time till bia j 
eath. He settled near Madera and en-, 
gaged extensively in grain raising. In 
878 he was elected a delegate from 
i'resno county to the constitutional con- 
vention which met in Sacramento. 


Tbe change in the constitution created 


the superior court, and be waa elected 
he firat superior judge in Fresno. That 
was in 1879. He held the office six 
'ears and in 1890 was again elected, and 
tie term has two years yet to run. 
Judge Holmes was married in Ala- 


jama m 1855 to Miss Mary W. Sturd- 
imck. 
His family consieted of ten 


hildren of whom only three are still 
iving. They are Owen, William Ashe 
and Mrs. Betsy Plckett, wife of Walter 
". Picketi. 
Many of the most important criminal 
aeea of Fresno county were tried before 
~udge Holmee, among them being that 
jf George Sontag for train robbery; 
lichael Blume for tbe murder of Has- 
ina, Tiradofor murder, Richard Heath 
or the murder of L. B. McWhirter, and 
many others. 
The remains of Judge Holmes were 
jrought to Fresno, arriving last night, 
and the funeral will take place at 2 
o'clock this afternoon from St. James 
episcopal church, at 
the corner of 


Fresno and N streets. It will bu con- 
ducted by the rector, Rev. Lucas. 
There is already considerable specula- 
ion concerning the vacancy on the su- 
wrior bench, caused by tlie death of 
udge Holmes. But, out of respect for 
he dead, it will probably suggest itself 
o tho people that it would be as well to 
et this matter rest for a day or two at 
east.

A CORRESPONDENT LAYS DOWN 


FACTS.

\Ybat sensations of 


delight passed through my soul whoii 1 
jwul that Mr. Lindroee bud found a 
plan by which the raisin industry of 
tins Btfltc can bo saved and "hiippinoes 
and prosperity" returned once more to 
those encaged therein ! 


But how short is the space of time 


from the zenith of eucb contemplated 
proaperity, 10 the dungeon of despair, 
tor the very mention of an organization, 
"composed of growers only" is enough, 
miter last summer's experience, to send 
a thrill of discouragement through the 
heart of anv fair minded man, espe- 
cullv if be ie familiar with the history 
of the raiein combine that was formed 
here in Fresno last July, Ifl it not a 
bet that 1200 or 1500 raisin growers 
went of their own free will and accord, 
and signed the combine^ and recorded 
the number of acres of raisins owned or 
controlled by them; and out of that 
number only about 600 paid in $2 and 
received their certificate of Block. What 
became of the balance of them? 


If I am correctly informed many of 


them went outside the combine and sold 
their cropg for whatever they could get 
for them, and by BO doing placed 
weapons in the hands of outetde pack- 
ers to brcnk the market, and notably 
among the many growers that did BO 
waa our good friend Mr. Lindroee, if re- 
ports are to be relied on, and I think it 
would be in order for Mr. Lindroee toex- 
e" "n to tbe public why be did BO, be- 


we entertain his suggestions fur- 


ther, about "only growers combining." 
Does be want another growers' com- 
bine, and then lie slip out and sell his 
raisins while tbe balauce are holding 
the. umbrella? 
It is all well and good to theorize 


about plans to bring the good times, and 
prices for our products that we used to 
enjoy. But if it can be doue BO easily on 
raisine, why do not Friend Lindrose and 
Colonel Jones propose a plan that will 
raise the price of wheat, wool, horses, 
etc., &11 of which we are selling below 
the cost of production. It is also quite 
easy to talk about leaving our raisins on 
tbe ground to rot, but the farmer that 
has debts to pay and a family to care 
for, and no other means of support, 
don't swallow that idea very well either. 
Few growers in this county can afford 
to resort to such means as that to rein- 
state the raisin business. 


While we have to grant that products 


of all kinds are exceedingly cheap, 1 do 
not think we have received as much for 
our raisins this year as we should have 
done bud they been handled in a proper 
manner, and I believe that tbe two 
main reason e for the unnecessary de- 
preciation of prices are these : 


Firat— There are too many men hand- 


ling raisins that have not sufficient capi- 
tal of their own and BO have to depend 
on their outside connections for money 
to enable them to keep going, and the 
consequence ifl that when tbe goods aro 
packed and shipped east they have lost 
control of then1 entirely, and tbe man 
who puts up the coin is UOSB of the situ* 
•Uon, and he says when and for what 
price they shall be eold, his only 
object being to got his advances, com- 
missioru etc., back, not caring anything 
stall about the producer, whether be 
gets anything or not. 


Second— Every time anything occurs 


not utiofftctory to some packer or coin- 
miHion man, the fint thing dona IB to 
rush to tbe newspapers ami herald their 
Imaginary grievances broadcast over the 
land witb euch glaring headlines as "The 
•Raisin Combine Broke," or "Slump in 
the Price of Kjiflins," or "GrHlin-Skelly 
Company Cutting Prices," otc. Just 
euch reports as liavo been published 
theeo last few weeks have done all con- 
cerned lots of damiige and no one good. 
The publications go broadcast over 
tlm United States, and increase the 
distrust in the minds of dealers and 
knock the producers 
out of tens ol 


thousands of dollars, and nine time? 
out of ten no one has any positive 
proof to the assertions. At all events, 
there would seem to be a chance for 
some one to ruako one thousand dollars 
just now if loaded for the occasion. 


My opinion ia, after three years of ex- 


perience, that the men who have the 
money are eoiiiK to do tbe business, and 
the sensible thing for the grower lo do is 
to compare his account of sales at tbe 
close ol the season witb bis neighbor's, 
and then to stay with the men or meth- 
ods that have given tbe most satisfac- 
tory results, and from now 011 make no 
mention to tbe commercial world that 
wo have a raisin growers' combine in 
California, for I am fully satisfied that 
we have made matters worse instead of 
bettor, and not only that, but a laugh- 
ingstock for our brethren on the Atlan- 
tic coast. And until some immortal 
genhie appears on the scene with power 
to unfold the mystic future and point 
out to the raisin grower some well de- 
fined road to prosperity ; until that 
time I suggest that we recognize that in* 
evitable law, the survival of the fittest, 
whose existence has been a reality ever 
since the time that this earth, was with- 
out form and void.
